The Tennessee Lottery’s 
first tickets went on sale at 
12:01 a.m. local times on 
Tuesday, officially making it 
one of the fastest and most 
effective lottery startups in 
U.S. history. 

By the time the games 
went on sale, the lottery had 
shipped 47 million tickets to 
nearly 3,500 retail outlets, 
from Memphis to Mountain 
City. 

Retailers reported brisk 
sales during the first hours 
following kickoff. The first 
instant-win ticket in the 
amount of $2 was cashed at 
12:03 a.m. EST at Tellico 
Pride, 141 Bank St. in Tellico 
Plains. 

Lottery retailer- service 
representatives manned 
phone lines throughout the 
night, fielding calls with last- 
minute questions about lot- 



tery games and equipment. 

At 10 a.m. CST, Gov. Phil 
Bredesen and sponsors of 
the lottery legislation, state 
Sen. Steve Cohen and state 
Rep. Chris Newton, joined 
lottery President and CEO 
Rebecca Paul for an up-close 
look at first-day sales at 
Florence Station, an inde- 
pendent retail outlet in 
Murfreesboro. 

Bredesen commended the 
lottery’s Board of Directors 
and employees for a success- 
ful startup that came three 
weeks earlier than expected. 

“Short term, this early 
startup will generate millions 
of extra dollars for college 
scholarships,” Bredesen said. 
“Long term, the lottery 
should be a stable source of 
scholarship funding for years 
to come.” He added: “The 
board, the management and 
the entire lottery organiza- 
tion should feel proud of 
how much they’ve accom- 



plished in a relatively short 
period of time.” 

By late morning, Paul said, 
initial ticket sales appeared 
strong statewide and that 
players already were winning 
and redeeming prizes. 



“We’re looking forward to 
providing fun and entertain- 
ment for Tennessee players,” 
Paul said. “Most importantly, 
we’re excited about generat- 
ing dollars for education 
programs in the Volunteer 



State.” 

Local stores reporting first 
day numbers included 
Huck’s Market, 3,882 tickets 
with several $40 winners and 
Suiter’s Service, 3,332 tickets 
with at least one $50 winner. 



New course to let students

The UTM Office of Extended 
Campus and Continuing Education is 
again offering a variety of non-degree 
courses, including a Private Pilot 
Ground School course. 

If you have ever considered becom- 
ing a pilot, this is the first step. The 
Private Pilot Ground School course 
will be offered from 6-9 p.m. on 
Mondays, beginning Feb. 2 and ending 
March 22. 

The instructor is Jo Ann Yarbro. 

Costs include a $150 fee for the 
class, the Private Pilot Training Kit, 
which is $164.63, and the (optional) 
written exam fee for an additional $90. 

This course is open to those who 
wish to become a pilot or just refresh 
their memory about things such as 
piloting skills, weather and knowledge 
of airspace. 

The course will also include such 
things as runway markings, aircraft 
performance and cross-country flight 
planning. 



The written exam 
is given at the Everett- 
Stewart Airport in Union City. 

To become eligible to take the test, 
a student must receive an endorsement 
from a flight instructor, in this case, 
Yarbro. 

This course is for people who are 
“self-disciplined and self-motivated 
and who want to make aviation a 
career or hobby,” Yarbro says, and she 
emphasizes that it is geared toward 
beginning pilots in the private sector. 

“I started flying in 1998, and I want 
to share it with as many people as pos- 
sible,” she added. 

Besides the pilot course, the Office 
of Extended Campus and Continuing 
Education (ECCE) has a variety of 
other non-degree courses available 
during spring semester 2004, ranging 
from conversational Spanish to 
research and grant writing and MVP 
coaching.

Parents and students who want to know more about 
the inaugural HOPE scholarships and the Tennessee 
Education Lottery Scholarship Program (TELS) can 
now call a toll-free hotline. 

Scholarship specialists are available to answer ques- 
tions about eligibility and the application process. The 
phone number for the HOPE Hotline is (615) 741-1346 
or (800) 342-1663. 

Dr. Myron Oglesby-Pitts, deputy director of the 
Tennessee Student Assistance Corp. (TSAC), said, 
“With so much excitement about the new HOPE 
scholarships, we want to be sure that Tennessee stu- 
dents have access to the information they need to take 
advantage of this opportunity. Our specialists are 
trained to answer specific questions about a student’s 
unique situation, as well as general questions about how 
and when to apply.” 

Specialists will be available on the hotline from 8 a.m. 
to 4:30 p.m. CST Monday through Friday. The hotline 
is housed at TSAC. 

Students who qualify for TELS could earn up to 
$4,000 per academic year from a combination of five 
available awards, including the $3,000 HOPE scholar- 
ship. In the first year of TELS, scholarships are avail- 
able to college freshmen from the high school class of 

2003 and high school seniors entering college in fall 

2004 who meet ACT or GPA requirements. Students 
attending Tennessee public institutions or Tennessee 
private institutions accredited by the Southern 
Association of Colleges and Schools may receive TELS 
funds. 

Students who are eligible for TELS can apply for 
scholarships by applying for enrollment in a Tennessee 
college, university or technology center and filling out 
the Free Application for Federal Student Aid (FAFSA), 
the official application for TELS. The FAFSA is avail- 
able online at http://www.fafsa.ed.gov. Hard-copy 
applications are available from high school counselors, 
college and university financial aid offices, and TSAC. 
The deadline for FAFSA processing is May 1. 
Processing of hard-copy applications could take up to 
six weeks. Online processing takes one to two weeks.

The Drug Investigation Division 
of the Tennessee Bureau of 
Investigation (TBI), in partnership 
with the Governor’s Office, the 
Tennessee Police Chiefs Association, 
the Tennessee Retail Association and 
the Tennessee Sheriffs Association, 
today launched the Tennessee 
MethWatch Program — a new 
statewide effort designed to crack 
down on the spread of methamphet- 
amines. 

“Meth abuse is reaching epidemic 
proportions in Tennessee, particular- 
ly in rural communities. I want to get 
serious about cracking down on the 
problem,” said Gov. Phil Bredesen. 
“We’re working with lawmakers to 
develop a comprehensive effort to 
address the problem, but the 
MethWatch program represents a 
critical first step. The only way to 



truly address the problem is to get 
everyone working together — from 
TBI to local law enforcement offi- 
cials, from retailers to citizens.” 

The MethWatch program com- 
bines a public information campaign 
with an intelligence collection sys- 
tem, centering on a 24-hour TBI 
meth hotline, 1-877-TNN-METH 
(877-866-6384). It is intended to pro- 
vide both a simple and cost-effective 
means of deterring meth manufac- 
ture and gathering critical intelli- 
gence about potential violators for 



law enforcement. 

“Efforts similar to MethWatch 
have proven very effective in other 
places,” said Tennessee Bureau of 
Investigation Interim Director David 
Griswold. “The hope is that by tak- 
ing the initiative statewide, existing 
efforts to crack down on the produc- 
tion of meth can be augmented.” 

The MethWatch program was con- 
ceived during last year’s session of 
the General Assembly. 

During hearings on proposed 
meth legislation, Sen. Charlotte 



Burks and others met with represen- 
tatives of the TBI to explore a vol- 
untary meth precursor deterrence 
program. The Tennessee Retail 
Association and Tennessee 
Association of Chiefs of Police sub- 
sequently committed their support 
to help get the program off the 
ground. 

As a result of the MethWatch ini- 
tiative, an aggressive public informa- 
tion campaign is being launched to 
educate the public about the prob- 
lem, and, in turn, solicit the help of 
retailers and the community at large 
in identifying and reporting poten- 
tially suspicious behavior. 

As part of the campaign, TBI has 
established a toll-free statewide hot- 
line that makes it easier for citizens 
to report questionable behavior. 

All suspicious activity reported to 
the hotline will be followed up on by

UTM staffer claims article missed 
mark regarding feral cat colonies

In the Dec. 5, 2003 issue of The 
Pacer , Steven Pitts wrote about 
the Ken-Tenn Humane Society’s 
(KTHS) efforts to assist with 
feral cat management at UTM. 

The article was supposedly 
based at least partially on an 
interview Pitts conducted with 
myself, a UTM staff member, 
and the KTHS President. 
Unfortunately, the article was 
quite inaccurate, misrepresenting 
much of what I discussed with 
Pitts. 

I am contacting The Pacer to 
correct many inaccuracies float- 
ing around campus about the 
trapping and relocating of three 
feral colonies living in buildings 
around the quad area, colonies 
that included kittens which were 
sealed into one building crawl 
space with no exit and no access 
to food or water. The building 
was unsealed and the kittens res- 
cued, and all quad feral colonies 
have been humanely trapped and 
relocated. 

I expressed concern that the 
misrepresentation of my discus- 



sion with Pitts, and the inaccura- 
cies in his research could affect 
the perceptions of feral cats held 
by students, faculty, administra- 
tors and staff. I want to set the 
record straight. 

First, the article recommends 
that a person encountering a 
stray or feral cat on campus 
should contact a humane society 
shelter, and he implies the shelter 
in Union City is one such shelter. 
The information in the article 
was completely incorrect. 

The Union City shelter is not 
affiliated with any humane socie- 
ty but is an animal control facility 
for Obion County residents. 

Their primary interests are in 
controlling animals in the com- 
munity, not rescuing animals 
needing care, and they do not 
operate outside of Obion 
County. 

Currently there is no animal 
shelter in the Weakley County 
area. 

Another inaccuracy is that feral 
cats cause significant decreases in 
numbers of bird and small mam- 
mals. 

According to Alley Cat Allies, a 
feral cat management organiza- 
tion with several years of 
research and experience working 
with feral cats globally, at least 60 
studies on feral cat habits 
demonstrate that ferals pose little 
danger to small wildlife popula- 
tion. 

The most troubling point is the 
implied danger UTM campus 
members face of contracting 



rabies if they encounter any cam- 
pus feral cats. 

While feral cats could poten- 
tially be carriers of rabies, the 
fact that ferals are more fearful of 
humans than we are of them is 
overlooked in the article; they’re 
more likely to run from humans 
than to come up to them even for 
food. 

The danger of humans con- 
tracting rabies from feral cats is 
slim. Statistics from the 
Tennessee Health Department 
for 2001, indicate that of the 106 
reported rabies cases in 
Tennessee, none came from a cat, 
feral or otherwise. 

According to Kim Deserio, 
Coordinator of the Montgomery 
County SPCA feral cat program 
in Gaithersburg, MD., the U.S. 
Centers for Disease Control 
reports that in a 12-year period, 
from 1990-2002, of 36 human 
deaths from rabies in the U.S., 
none were caused by a cat. 

One important fact that was 
completely ignored was the 
human factor in unwanted pet 
populations. The primary causes 
of feral colonies are two, and 
they are both human: abandon- 
ment of pet cats or unwanted lit- 
ters of kittens, and not getting 
pet cats spayed or neutered as 
soon as possible (which is as early 
as eight weeks of age for kittens). 

Feral colonies exist on many 
college campuses, and one reason 
is that dorm residents get kittens 
because they’re cute (but they 
soon grow up to be cats, which 



often aren’t so cute anymore) or 
they try to sneak cats from home 
into the dorms. 

When they are unable to care 
for or keep the animals, they 
abandon them on the campus. 
Most often, the animal has not 
been sterilized, so as soon as it 
meets with other cats, it begins to 
reproduce, which is the primary 
cause of feral colonies. 

Female cats can generate two 
to four litters of kittens per year; 
so over a six-year period, assum- 
ing two litters per year with two 
females per litter, one female cat 
can be responsible for up to 
11,000 additional cats. 

To date, here at UTM, the pre- 
vailing belief seems to be that 
dumping cats is the primary 
source of unwanted cats on cam- 
pus, so nothing is done to pre- 
vent the cats from reproducing 
and the number of cats on cam- 
pus continues to grow. 

To significantly and perma- 
nently reduce feral populations, 
the most cost-effective and 
humane method is trap-neuter- 
return (TNR). An increasingly 
number of college campuses and 
local municipalities nationwide 
have found that TNR is the only 
method of feral management 
that truly works to reduce feral 
colonies. The original feral 
colony behind the establishment 
of Allie Cat Allies is now down 
to one cat and the primary means 
of reducing the colony was TNR,

with caring maintenance of the 
cats in the colony by volunteers. 

TNR would work as a long- 
term means of permanently con- 
trolling and reducing the colonies 
of ferals currently living at UTM. 
However, despite having access 
to the facts about TNR, UTM 
seem committed to simple peri- 
odic “removal” of unwanted 
cats, which is not an effective 
means of feral management, 
especially since the cats that are 



allowed to remain are not steril- 
ized unless a caring individual 
takes it upon him- or herself to 
get them sterilized. 

Several studies reveal that 
removal can actually make the 
problem worse, because it creates 
what is called the “vacuum 
effect,” with more cats, not less. 
Instead, if UTM would adopt 
TNR as a feral management pol- 
icy, and if students (if not ani- 
mal-loving faculty and staff as 



well) would organize to raise 
funds, volunteer to help with 
trapping and transportation of 
ferals to local area vets for sterili- 
zation, and then help monitor 
and care for the remaining feral 
colonies, costs for feral manage- 
ment should be minimal. 

Grants are also likely available, 
especially if UTM were to collab- 
orate with KTHS. Once all the 
cats currently in the colonies are 
sterilized, it should be minimal 



effort to practice TNR with any 
additional loners that wander or 
are dumped into the colonies. 

Any young kittens currently liv- 
ing in the colonies could be ster- 
ilized, socialized by UTM volun- 
teer foster families, and hopefully 
adopted into loving homes. 

I am confident that the UTM 
community could solve the “feral 
problem” humanely if we would 
all work together. National Spay 
Day is coming up in late 



February, which would be the 
perfect opportunity for UTM to 
enact TNR and to become a role- 
model and educational resource 
for responsible pet ownership 
and feral management to north- 
west Tennessee communities. 

For more information regard- 
ing the facts about ferals or about 
what we can do together to 
humanely manage our campus 
colonies, I suggest visiting the

This week’s topic: “The Top 10 Reasons Why Guys Should Care About Sexual Assault” 



Number 10: There is a one-in- 
four chance that the young 
woman you are dating or would 
like to date has already been sex- 
ually victimized before the age of 
18. That is going to affect your 
relationship. 

Number 9: If you don’t know 
the facts, you could hurt some- 
one or get in trouble without 
really meaning to. For example, 
do you know that if you have sex 
with a woman who is too drunk 
to give consent, you could be 
changed with rape, even if you 
are drunk as well? 

Number 8: Women who are 
sexually assaulted tend to tell 
their friends if they are going to 
tell anybody. Would you know 
what to do or say if a female 
friend of yours showed up at 
your door crying, telling you she 
had been raped? (Hint: 
Threatening to kill the guy 
responsible is not going to make 
her feel better.)

Number 7: Remember the 
girls you knew in high school? 
Well, one out of five of them 
was physically or sexually 
attacked by a dating partner 
before they graduated, according 
to an American Medical 
Association study. 

Number 6: Do you have a sis- 
ter? Do you know that she is in 
serious danger of sexual assault, 
not from a stranger, but from a 
guy she knows and thinks she can 
trust? Ninety percent of rapes of 
college women are committed by 
men the victim knows. 

Number 5: Are you planning 
to be a teacher, a coach, a law 
enforcement officer, a medical or 
psychological care provider, a 
lawyer or a dad? Then the 
chances are 100 percent that you 
will have to deal with survivors of 
sexual assault or those who are at 
risk for sexual assault. 

Number 4: Boys can be sexu- 
ally assaulted, too. Experts esti- 



mate that one in seven boys is 
sexually victimized before the age 
of 18. Most perpetrators are 
male. If this happened to you, 
you may feel enormous shame, 
embarrassment, and confusion. 
Most guys have difficulty getting 
the counseling they need to deal 
with the abuse. 

Number 3: You may not real- 
ize that seemingly innocent 
behaviors contribute to sexual 
assault. When guys talk about 
women as though they are “tar- 
gets” for sex instead of real peo- 
ple with feelings, it promotes 
what scientists call a “rape-prone 
culture.” Lack of respect for 
women, even in jokes, adds to a 
high-risk environment on cam- 
pus. 

Number 2: Men on college 
campuses all over America are 
getting involved in sexual assault 
prevention to protect the women 
they care about. For example, 
several national fraternities spon- 



sor speakers on rape prevention 
and educate their members about 
sexual assault as part of risk 
management. Many universities 
have all-male peer educator 
groups, like the “1 in 4” group at 
The University of Virginia (‘1 in 
4’ refers to the number of 
women raped during their time at 
college). 

Number 1: You can make a 
difference. You can learn the 
facts so you can help friends or 
family members, you can speak 
up when friends behave in a dan- 
gerous or disrespectful manner, 
and you can be part of a group 
of men and women who want to 
prevent any person from being 
victimized. 

If you need to talk to someone 
confidentially about sexual 
assault, feel free to make an 
appointment with one of the 
professional at the Counseling 
Center, at 587-7720.

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AGR seeks property tax refund after ruling

A request by members of the University of 
Tennessee at Martin Alpha Gamma Rho fraternity 
for a refund of "overpaid” property taxes was heard 
by Weakley County commissioners Tuesday night, 
but the request was met with silence. 

No action was taken and commissioners did not 
discuss the matter. 

The fraternity's request follows about four years 
of administrative and judicial opposition to a 1998 
property tax increase that bumped the fraternity 
into a commercial tax bracket. 

The Weakley County Chancery Court ruled late 
last year in favor of the fraternity and the state has 
decided not to appeal the ruling. As such, the fra- 
ternity has requested a refund — totaling roughly 
$50,000 in overpaid property taxes — from the city 
of Martin and Weakley County. 

AGR has requested each entity to consider 
refunding the taxes that were "incorrectly" charged 
to the fraternity for its property at 225 University St. 
in Martin. 

Martin city officials declined earlier this month to 
consider the refund, opting to wait to see the 
Weakley County Commission's response. 

The dispute began when, in 1998, the fraternity 
was notified by the county’s property assessor, 
David Tuck, that its University Street property 
would begin to be assessed at commercial property 
tax rates - a change that constituted a 60 percent 
increase in the amount of taxes to be paid and treat- 
ed the property as though it were a for-profit motel. 

"We felt this was inappropriate and requested 
reconsideration of this decision," a letter from the 
fraternity to commissioners and Martin board 



members reads. 

"The AGR Building Corp. is the entity that owns 
the real property used by the fraternity. It is organ- 
ized as a nonprofit organization for income tax 
purposes, as its only function is to provide housing 
for the undergraduate AGR fraternity. Its only 
source of revenue is the rent received from the 
AGR fraternity and it receives just enough rent to 
cover debt service and the cost of maintaining the 
house. 

"Initially, the AGR Building Corp. was not subject 
to paying property taxes. Then in the 1970s, the 
property began to be assessed at residential tax 
rates. In 1998, we received notification that the 
property would begin to be assessed at the com- 
mercial property rates," the letter reads. 

The fraternity pursued administrative appeals. 
After exhausting those, the fraternity filed a lawsuit 
in Weakley County Chancery Court. In August, the 
court ruled in favor of the fraternity, saying it is a 
"nonprofit corporation that is exempt from federal 
income taxations" and designated the fraternity as a 
"professional fraternity, open only to men pursuing 
collegiate courses in agriculture or related subjects." 

The state of Tennessee has elected not to appeal 
the case, which means the ruling of the Weakley 
County Chancery Court will stand. 

"For the past five years, while this matter has been 
under appeal, we have paid property taxes at the 
commercial tax rate. Under the law and regulations 
of the State of Tennessee, now that the appeal has 
been settled, we are due the return of the property 
taxes paid from the time the appeal was begun. 

This matter is what you will consider at your 
January meeting," the letter reads. 

Martin board members were presented with the 
request at the city's recent informal board meeting, 



but the issue was not discussed at the city's formal 
meeting the following week. 

Board members said they would wait to see what 



action the county takes on the matter before con- 
sidering the request.

SigEp, Martin PD discuss 
laws & dangers of alcohol 



Sigma Phi Epsilon played host to two of Martin's 
finest on Jan. 19 during a chapter meeting. 

Officer Larry Baker and Lt. Brian Duke of the 
Martin Police Department spoke on the dangers of 
alcohol and outlined the various alcohol-related 
laws in effect on campus and in the city. 

Baker began by speaking on the topic of alco- 
holism. He said his father suffered from the dis- 
ease, a condition that affects not only the alcoholic 
but also his loved ones. He went on to say that 
almost 95 percent of all domestic situations stem 
from alcohol abuse. Baker said alcoholism is diffi- 
cult to detect. He also suggested that people who 
suspect that a person has a problem with alco- 
holism should address the issue with that person. 

Duke then started talking about alcohol-related 
laws and ordinances. He fielded questions from the 
brothers on topics such as the consequences associ- 
ated with violating the implied consent law, open 
container law, and underage drinking laws. 

“The presentation taught us all a lot,” said 
Michael Baggett of Dickson. “It’s always good to 
know how to handle certain issues and problems, 
should they arise.” 



Following that discussion, the officers allowed the 
brothers to see their surroundings through the eyes 
of an intoxicated person by the use of a pair of 
“beer goggles.” Those brothers were then given a 
variety of field sobriety tests (i.e. one leg stance; 
step, walk and turn; etc.). 

This event went so well that SigEp is going to 
suggest that IFC, the Greek governing body on 
campus, host a similar seminar. Baker and Duke 
said they believe that such programs benefit both 
parties. 

“The programs that we put on serve as a good 
preventative measure,” Duke said. “It is also good 
to establish relationships with people should any- 
thing happen.” 

The alcohol awareness seminar is one of many 
forums and discussions that the fraternity will have 
this year as part of its Balanced Man Program. 
Other forums will be on topics such as depression, 
dining etiquette and resume development.

state and local law enforce- 
ment officials. 

“Most counties across the 
state have fallen victim to the 
dangerous manufacture and 
use of methamphetamine. 
Law enforcement agencies 
have expended valuable 
resources to detect, deter and 
prosecute these offenders. 
We have often sought the 
help of the community to 
assist with enforcement 
efforts, but the MethWatch 
public information campaign 
and intelligence collection 
system expands these efforts 
greatly,” said Tennessee 
Sheriffs Association Presi- 
dent Sheriff Norman Lewis. 

In addition, a more focused 
public education effort is 



being waged in partnership 
with retailers across the state. 
Methamphetamine, known as 
the “poor man's cocaine,” is 
often manufactured from 
commonly available house- 
hold chemicals like cold med- 
icines, lithium batteries and 
household cleansers. Signs 
and posters identifying these 
items will be prominently dis- 
played in hundreds of busi- 
nesses across the state that 
sell the products used in mak- 
ing meth. 

“Retailers in this state want 
to be on the front line to 
deter the use and manufactur- 
ing of meth in Tennessee. We 
see this program as a great 
first step to combat the meth 
problem,” said Tennessee 



Retailers Association Direct- 
or Russell Palk. 

Recent statistics show clan- 
destine manufacture and 
abuse of methamphetamine is 
reaching epidemic propor- 
tions in certain areas, particu- 
larly the Cumberland Plateau. 

“The MethWatch Program 
is a great, cost-effective first 
step in winning the war 
against meth in our communi- 
ties,” said Cookeville Police 
Chief Bob Terry. 

“In fact, the Cookeville 
Police Department launched 
its MethWatch program four 
months ago. It has given our 
retailers an opportunity to 
join us in the battle against 
the manufacture of metham- 
phetamine.”

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Travel abroad programs planned for the spring at UTM 




Students who pursue the travel abroad program will have the opportunity to see 
many new places across the world. One of these may be the sights of the Rhine 
River, above. Other trips will be made to Spain and Candada this year.

The ultimate goal of the University of Tennessee 
at Martin Travel/Study Program and the more 
intensive Study-Abroad Program is to offer every 
student personal enrichment and a broadly-based 
international perspective as they prepare for careers. 
The "road" to gaining that perspective via the study 
trips provides a snapshot of a liberal arts education, 
complete with a study of geography, culture, eco- 
nomics and fine arts. Many making the trips would 
add culinary arts as a favorite area of study. 

UT Martin has been involved in travel/ study pro- 
grams since the late 1960s and they have evolved to 
include faculty and area residents. In 2003, the uni- 
versity conducted 14 short-term programs with 201 
participants. Plans are underway for trips in March 
and May to London, Ireland, Spain and the Rhine 
River. Month-long study-abroad programs are 
planned this summer for UT Martin students and 
faculty at universities in Mexico, Germany, Spain 
and Canada. 

These trips immerse participants in the culture, 
language, education and the day-to-day living of the 
selected country. Initially, UT Martin academic 
departments concentrated on various regions of the 
United States for short-term study trips, then, in the 
early 1970s, began international travel programs. 
Since 1999, all travel/ study programs, both domes- 
tic and international, have been centralized and 
coordinated through a clearinghouse located in 
international programs. Stan Sieber, professor of 
history, was appointed coordinator of the program. 
He works closely with department faculty, Dr. Paul 
Crapo, director of the Center for Global Studies, 
Helmut Wenz, director of the travel and tourism 
program, and Sandra Baker, director of internation- 



al programs, to ensure the quality of each program. 

Planning for the short-term trips begins with a 
call for suggested destinations from students and 
faculty. Area residents also make suggestions. If 
there is sufficient demand, planning continues. Last 
year, faculty from history, political science, modern 
foreign languages, English, geography, art, agricul- 
ture and business were involved as group leaders. 
Student participants span the curriculum, and the 
area residents who join the groups come from all 
walks of life. 

"UT Martin is committed to developing and 
implementing multicultural global opportunities for 



study participants," said Sieber. "I believe we are 
unique in that we develop our own itineraries for 
the short-term studies so that we can get an in- 
depth look at various global cultures. Between 30 
and 40 hours are spent planning each travel study to 
make sure we have a very good quality program at a 
reasonable price." 

Preparation time varies depending on the destina- 
tion, however, all programs meet for several hours 
on a weekly basis leading up to departure. At each 
of these sessions, there is language and culture 
study. "The main benefit of travel study is that our 
students return to campus with a greater apprecia- 



tion for other countries' cultures, but, more impor- 
tantly, reflect on the advantages they have as resi- 
dents of the United States," said Sieber. 

Sieber has had his share of first- time travel/ study 
experiences, but it is his companions' reactions that 
are most exciting. "Many of our participants have 
never been on an airplane, train or subway. Many 
have never been out of the United States and a few 
have not left Tennessee's borders. They have read 
about these places and want to see as much as they 
can." He added, "One of our students had never 
seen an ocean or sea. When we were in the 
Netherlands, he had to put his feet in the North Sea. 
It was March, the water was probably 30 degrees, 
but he had to put his feet in the sea." 

Sieber does have a special affinity for the 
European Alpine region. "I enjoy taking people on 
our Germany, Austria, Italy and Switzerland travel 
program to see the beauty of the landscape, to talk 
about the history of the region and sample the var- 
ious foods and beverages." 

To enhance the educational experience, the group 
leaders do their homework. "Once, while touring 
the Palace of the Popes in Avignon, France, UT 
Martin professor Helmut Wenz and I were talking 
with our group about the history of the Catholic 
church in France when we noticed that an entire 
tour group from Michigan had left its 'official' 
French guide to hear what we were saying."

Long before becoming a pro- 
fessor at UTM, Carl Buchanan 
became interested in comic 
books. 

One of the main reasons for 
his strong interest is that he grew 
up in a time known as the “Silver 
Age of American comic books.”

Murray State tied the game at 
46-all when Lori Trumblee hit a 
jumper in the paint with 11:02 to 
play. The game was tied again at 
50-all with 9:26 to play, but 
Murray State put up seven unan- 
swered points to build a seven- 
point cushion. 

The Skyhawks cut the lead to 
one when Brundige hit a three- 
ball with six seconds to go. 

The Skyhawks had a shot to 
force an overtime period, but 
Brundige's desperation shot drew 
iron and Murray State grabbed 
the 70-67 win. 

Murray State senior guard 
Megan Fuqua led the Lady 
Racers with 15 points and four 
assists.

Skyhawk women a 54-52 win 
over Samford Saturday afternoon 
in Skyhawk Arena. 

The victory was the Skyhawks 
second consecutive Ohio Valley 
Conference win and their eighth 
consecutive win in Skyhawk 
Arena. 

The Skyhawk women improve 
to 2-2 in the OVC race and 5-9 
overall. Samford falls to 1-3 in 
the league and 7-7 overall. 

The win leaves Skyhawk co- 
head coaches Gary and Kim Van 
Atta one win away from 100 wins 
at Tennessee-Martin. The Van 
Attas can become only the sec- 
ond head coaches in Tennessee- 
Martin women's basketball histo- 
ry to win 100 or more games. 

Nadine Gearin is the only other 
women's head coach to win 100 
games. Gearin's career record is 
104-86. 

The Skyhawks return to action 
Tuesday, Jan. 20, when they trav- 
el to Murray State for another 
Ohio Valley Conference show- 
down. Tipoff is set for 5:15 p.m. 

Samford forged ahead in the 
first half 30-21 as Chelsee Insell 
and freshman phenom Alex 
Munday combined for 22 of 
those 30 points. 

Insell had 12 first half points 
and hit four of her five attempt- 
ed three-pointers. 

"In the first half we made a lot 



of sloppy errors and missed 
opportunities," said Skyhawk co- 
head coach Kim Van Atta. 

Senior Julie Young tied the 
game, 48-48, for the Skyhawks 
with a three-pointer with 5:49 to 
play. Jackson hit a jumper with 
4:10 to go and the Skyhawks 
enjoyed a four-point lead, 52-48. 

Samford knotted the game at 
52-all when Lindsey Harris con- 
verted the steal by Munday for a 
layup with 1:49 to play. 

LaBrena Friend fouled Jackson 
with 10 seconds left and the 
Skyhawk freshman sensation net- 
ted both free throws. 

With less than two seconds to 
play Friend fired a desperation 
shot for Samford, but it drew 
iron and Jackson came away with 
the rebound and the Skyhawks 
grabbed the victory. 

Jackson led all scorers with 16 
points and 10 rebounds. The 
double-digit points and rebounds 
was Jackson's third consecutive 
double-double of the season and 
her fourth career. 

Insell was limited to three sec- 
ond half points and finished the 
game with 15 points to lead all 
Samford scorers. Munday, held to 
four points in the second half, 
finished the contest with 14 
points. The Skyhawks will next 
host OVC rival Morehead State 
on Jan. 29, at 5:30 p.m.

UT Martin will then play the University 
of Tennessee at Knoxville at 6 p.m. 

"Both matches are going to be extremely tough," 
said Dennis Taylor, UT Martin head coach. "We 
have only been practicing for about a week, and our 
conditioning may be a factor because we are playing 
two matches in one day." 

The Skyhawks will be playing in the Goodfriend 
Indoor Tennis Center. "This will give us a chance to 
play on a true tennis surface," said Taylor. 

"Our guys have been working really hard," said 
Taylor. "This weekend will give us a good idea of 
where we stand and what we need to work on when 
we get back." 

The Skyhawks finished up the 2003 season in the 
Region III International Tennis Association (ITA) 
Division I Region Championships, in October, at 
the Racquet Club in Memphis, Tenn. 

Tennessee-Martin's Gustavo Anzola, Oltion 
Mollaymeri and lone senior Lucas Tregansin all 
competed in the regional championship. Anzola and 



Mollaymeri both finished in the top 32. Anzola lost 
to Trey Brower of the University of Memphis. 
Mollaymeri lost to Colt Gaston of Louisiana State. 

"We wanted to let our players gain some experi- 
ence against some of the top players in the coun- 
try," said Taylor. 

"The regional championships feature some of the 
best players in the country, and 

when you get an opportunity to play that type of 
talent, you want to take advantage of it. If nothing 
else it gives you a chance to learn a lot, and I feel like 
we did that." 

Teams that competed in the championships with 
Tennessee-Martin included Tennessee Tech, Middle 
Tennessee State, Murray State, and Jacksonville 
state, all in the Ohio Valley Conference. Other 
teams included Mississippi, Mississippi State, 
Kentucky, Troy State, Jacksonville, Georgia, 
Southern Mississippi, Georgia State, Alabama, 
Central Florida, Memphis, Vanderbilt, Miami, 
Auburn, Florida, LSU, Tulane, Florida A & M, and 
UAB. 

The Skyhawks, as a team, picked up wins over 
Southern Indiana, Lipscomb and North Alabama 
this past fall. 



Skyhawks falter vs. Samford and Murray State

UTM found out how quickly it 
will miss the presence of junior 
guard Justin Smith Saturday night 
in Skyhawk Arena as visiting 
Samford posted a 51-45 win. 

With the loss the Skyhawks fall 
to 5-11 overall and 0-4 in the 
Ohio Valley Conference. 
Samford, who knocked off 
Murray State Thursday night, is 
now 8-7 overall and 3-1 in the 
league. This is Samford's first sea- 
son as a member of the OV C. 

Smith suffered a tear in his 
Achilles tendon Thursday night 
against Jacksonville State. He is 
scheduled to have surgery 
Monday and he will miss the rest 
of the season. 

Smith was averaging 15.7 
points per game and he was a 90 
percent free throw shooter. 

Earlier this season, the 
Skyhawks lost senior guard Earl 
Bullock to a knee injury. Bullock, 
who was on the bench for the 
Samford game, will miss the rest 
of the season. He underwent 
knee surgery during the holidays. 
He was granted a medical red- 
shirt. 

Bullock saw action in five 
games and was averaging 10.6 



points per game. He was last 
year's OVC Newcomer of the 
Year. 

"We know we have a loss on 
the court by not having Justin 
Smith and Earl Bullock playing," 
Campbell said. 

"A few of the players were 
playing as if Smith was on the 
court tonight. Our players need 
to play their own game and not 
try to be someone they are not." 

The Skyhawks enjoyed a lead 
for much of the first half against 
Samford, but with 1:45 to go in 
the half, Eddie Harper knotted 
the game at 20-all with a three- 
pointer. Harper gave Samford the 
lead at the break when he hit 
another trey with 48 seconds to 
piay. 

With 7:46 to play in the game, 
Samford led by 10 points, 41-31. 
The Skyhawks went to work and 
cut the gap to a point, 41-40, with 
2:23 to play in the contest. 

Jared Newson hit a jumper to 
make it a one-point contest. 
Newson had four points in the 9- 
0 run, while Tyler George 
knocked down a trey in the 
come-back attempt. 

Samford answered the come- 
back by hitting eight-of-11 free 
throws in the final 1:52 of the 



game. Harper led Samford with 
15 points, while Phillip Ramelli 
tossed in 14 points. Dorsey, who 
hit the first two free throws down 
the stretch for the visiting 
Bulldogs, finished with 10 points. 

The Skyhawks were led by 
Newson and junior Jeremy Kelly. 
Both players scored 16 points 
each. 

The Skyhawks hit three of 14 
three-pointers and shot 37 per- 
cent from the field and a disap- 
pointing 33 percent from the free 
throw line. 

"We will turn this season 
around," Campbell said. "We 
need to learn from our mistakes 
and move on." 

UTM vs Murray State 

UTM junior Jeremy Kelly 
scored a career-high 25 points 
against host Murray State 
Tuesday night in the Regional 
Special Events Center, but 
Murray State answered with six 
players in double figures to claim 
a 94-70 Ohio Valley Conference 
men's basketball contest. 

Junior forward Kelvin Brown 
led the way for MSU (14-3, 4-1 
OVC) with 16 points on 7-of-ll 
shooting, while senior guard 
Chris Shumate added 15 points 



on 5-of-8 shooting, including 3- 
of-5 from behind the three-point 
line. 

Murray State scored the game's 
first 10 points while holding 
UTM (5-12, 0-5 OVC) scoreless 
for the first 5 minutes, 44 sec- 
onds of the game. 

After the Skyhawks cut the 
MSU lead down to two at 12-10 
with 12:26 to go, MSU used 
another 10-0 run to push the 
margin back out to double-digits 
for good at 22-10 on a pair of 
Cuthbert Victor free throws with 
10:05 left in the first half. 

Murray State pushed its lead 
out to as many as 21 points in the 
first half at 39-18 with 4:58 to go 
before settling for a 49-35 lead at 
halftime. 

The Racers put away any 
thoughts of a Skyhawk come- 
back by scoring the first six 
points of the second half for a 
55-34 lead with 17:57 to go. 

MSU's largest lead of the night 
was 32 at 92-60 with 3:36 to play 
before UTM was able to cut the 
margin down over the closing 
moments. 

Skyhawk sophomore Jared 
Newson scored 18 second-half 
points to finish with 22 points.
